Houses in the City’s Principal Street 
Laid in Ashes. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Jan. 24.—Advices from 
the north received to-day substantiate the 
report of a disastrous fire at Dawson. It 
occurred on Jan. 11 and destroyed buildings 
and merchan:ilse to the value of $4,000, The 
news comes by telegraph from Dawson to 
Skaguay. The fire is supposed to have orig- 
inated from a defective flue. The flames 
burned about 40 feet along the principal 
street, laying in ashes aviny of the costilest 
end most substantial struc'ures in the Klon- 
dike metropolis. The fire extended along 

ret street. from Sam Bonitfleld’s saloon 
and gambling house to Thomas Chisholm's 
saloon, wiping out these tw well-known 
landmarks and all intermediate buildings. 
These included many saloons, restaurants, 
opera house, grovery and general stores 
and a branch of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce. There was no loss of life, but 
very little of the contents of the buildings 
Were saved. All of the burned buildings 
faced the Klondike River. On the opposite 

ide of the street and nearer the water 
ont are located the big warehouses of the 
transportation companics. They escaped. 

Judge Davis, a Montana man, sustained 
the loss of the best log bieck in Dawson. 
Tts original cost was $0,100, There were. 
however, frame structures arected at an 
even greater cost. Nothing approaching a 
reliable estimate as to individual losses can 
be obtained. Three of the most handsomely 
furnished and heavily stocked saloons In 
the city burned. The opera house property 
ie sald to have been worth $75.0 as Klion- 
dike prices go. It was a comparatively 
new building, erected upon the ruins of the 
old opera house, which was burned about 
18 months ago.

There doesn’t seem to be any help for 
him, or for thousands of others who are 
kubjected to extra expense and much ime 
convenience on account of the system of 
transfers adopted by the monopoly mame 
agers, and the arbitrary manner in which 
it ie regulated. ; 7 

The sole benefit promised the public from 
the monopolizing of the street car Mnes 
was a complete transfer system. But the 
legislative tools of the monopollets were 
so busy serving their masters’ Interests 
in the shaping of the monopoly law that 
they entirely overlooked safeguards for 
the public. The transfer system adopted is 
the system which offers the least advane 
tage to the public and the most andvéne 
tage to the monopoly.

In its desperate attempts to meet the de- 
mands of the Police Department during the 
remainder of the fiscal year without losing 
its patronage the figures show that the 


administration and its advisers have not 
lopped off many of the salary expenses.

he six bills introduced by Mr. Hodges 
in the counci] Tuesday afternoon, at the 
request of the Mayer, Comptroller, Auditor 
and Treasurer, as told in late editions of 
‘Tuesday's Post- Dispatch, wll, passed, 
effect a saving of $531,000. or $5.02 more 
than is neceesary for police salaries. 

Of this amount $272,405.02 is diverted from 
the new City Hospital fund. This fund has 
been gh gape since 1896, when it was 
created by an ordinance setting aside an- 
riually 1 per cet of the total revenue. 
proposed now to wipe it out entirely, 
poning indefinitely the building of 
wuch-needed new PE ee OS 

From the 2ppropriations for the Fire De- 

artment $3,70 is taken. Of this amount 

[2,70 is money intended for the purchase 
of lots for engine houses and for the erec- 
tion of the houses. The balanee is $i. 
from salaries and $200 from the fund for 
the purchase and oare of horses. 

The taxpayers of the Tower Grove dis- 
trict have been pleading for years for an 
extension of their storm sewer. Last year 
$500 was appropriated for this purpose. 
This entire appropriation is to be diverted. 
From the fund for the sweeping of streets 
23000 is to be taken. From street Rnptfove- 
nents $2250 is to be diverted. 

These are the diversions from purposes 
that contribute to the betterment of the 
city, fire department, new City Hospital, 
sewers and street Improvement.
